ASHING OF CHILDREN’S 
CLOTHES,  «” 


HE washing of small children’s lathes | 
is a matter which is best undertaken at 


pure and neutral, as a hard soap is injurious 
to the sensitive skin of a ung child. 

In washing flannels ** woollies " great 
care must be taken to use warm, but not hot, 
water, as the heat hardens the fibres of the 
wool, causing them to contract—and so the 
garment shrinks. 

Before washing, well shake the garment, 
and then place in the warm, soapy water, to 
which a teaspoonful of ammonia has been 
added, and knead and squeeze gently until 
the dirt is removed; the loose texture of 
woollens makes them easy to cleanse. They 
should then be rinsed in water of exactly the 
same temperature as the pr capa water, to 
which a little soap solution has been added. 
This is necessary in order to put back some 
of the natural (lanolin) fat in the wool which 
has been removed daring the WOE, and 
which keeps the wool soft. 

Woollens and flannels must never be wrung 
out, but just squeezed as dry as possible 
through the hands. For drying, the best plan 
is to make a hammock of muslin or a large 
bath towel, and, after shaking the little gar- 
ments, they should. be ms in this and 
pulled into shape, with fuiness arranged in 
the front. By this method there can be no 
stretching out of shape, and the drying is 
altogether satisfactory. 

Special care must be taken in the washing 
of delicate muslin and nainsook garments. 
They should be gently sgueesed in the soapy 
water, and not rubbed at all unless very 
dirty, as the thin fabric easily tears. In the 
case of a baby’s robe, care should be taken 
not to stiffen the neck and cuffs at all, other- 
wise they.will cause great discomfort to the 
tiny wearer. 

The coloured frocks of older children 
require special care. It is an economy to 
clothe two or three children in the same 
colour, as their frocks can then be washed 
together. If all have different colours there 
is a possibility of one colour “‘ running "and 
spoiling any others that are in the water at 
the same time. Warm—not hot—soapy 
water should be used for washing coloured 
garments, and the rinsing water should con- 
tain a spoonful of vinegar to revive the 
colour and a spoonful of salt to “set” it. 

Coloured garments should be dried in a 
shady spot, as the sun will cause the colour 
to fade. When ironing, care should be 
taken not to use too hot an iron as heat 
also removes colour.

From Our Reporter. | 
BALLINASLOE, Tuesday. 

The great October Fair at Ballinasloe 
opened to-day. Despite the inroads of. 
various fairs and sales, this event still is 
a potent source of attraction in the Mid- 
lands and the West. Many owners now 
dispose of their stock at convenient. local 
centres which have grown in importance. 
Nevertheless, Ballinasloe is regarded as 
an index to the trade for the current, 
season. It brings together a large collec- 
tion of stock, and buyers attend from 
various parts of the country. As a result 
the normal population of the town is 
trebled during the fair week. 

At daybreak this morning the Fair Green 
was a scene of great activity. Supplies, how- 
ever, proved extremely small, and there was 
a poor attendance of buyers. As a result 
competition was limited, trade dragged, and 
prices for wethers showed a reduction of 
from 15s. to 20s. per head as compared with 
last year, while they were from 7s. to 10s. 
per head under those of last month, There 
was a good demand for the small number of 
cross-bred lambs on offer at last month’s 
prices. Cross-bred lambs ranged from 465s. 
to 55s., store sheep, one and under two years, 
57s. 6d. to T75s.; cross-bred store hoggets 
60s. to 70s.; longwools, two-year-olds and 
over, stores, 60s. to 90s. Fat sheep, two 
years old and over were 85s. to 105s. Ewes 
were virtually unsaleable. 

Roscommons were neglected on account of 
their size, the type most popular with buyers 
being Oxford crosses, or a cross between the 
Connemara orgs | and Galway or Border 
Leicester ewes. Mr. Hession sold 1,100 
wethers at Ea ranging from £3 10s. to £5 
per head. essrs. Cooke disposed of 600 at 
£3 10s. to £4 15s. each; Messrs. Blehean sold 
400 at £3 15s. to £5; Mr. H. J. Tully 110 
at £5 2s. 6d.; Mr. Patrick Finn 100 at 
£5 7s. 6d.; Mr. J. J. Elder 100 at £4 10s,

THE HORSE FAIR. 

The horse fair, officially fixed for Thursday, 
was almost finished on the eve of the fair. 
For many years past intending buyers have 
arrived on Sunday. Several transactions were 
effected upon that day and yesterday. A 
feature of the display was the number of 
ordinary workhorses offered. Equally re- 
markable was their demand among foreign 
buyers. Most of these buyers came from 
Germany, Belgium, and Switzerland, and 
the horses they sought were those most suit- 
able for artillerv. These changed hands at 
prices ranging from £15 to £35. A large 
number were sold between £15 and £20. 
Anything of higher value would not be 
touched. Owing to the rate of exchange 
Irish breeders are receiving a low level of 
prices, because a £20 horse actually costs 
the foreign buyer £50 or £60 by the time 
the transaction is completed. 
Among the buyers of these horses were 
Gus Colle, Ghent, who bought 30 useful 
strong horses; Mr. Tom Horan, Armagh, re- 
presenting Harry Slegers. bought 16; Paul 
Colle, Ghent, purchased 20: Ernest Hanacea, 
Brussels, bought 22; Mr. Rossell, Brussels, 
secured 25; Pierre van Gildertallen took 15; 
Mr. M. Smith, Navan, representing Moses 
Anchel, Antwerp, bought 33: Robert Keat- 
ing, Dublin, representing Mr. Forst, Cologne, 
40; Mr. Arthur Snock, Ghent, 20; Mr. 
baí cian and Mr. A. Hawkes, London, 14 
each. 
Those interested in hunters expressed the 
view that horses of this type with Clydes- 
dale blood ‘‘ were a good riddance.’’ One 
well-known trader remarked to me, “It's a 
good job that the Belgians are clearing them 
out of the country. If farmers would start 
breeding nice blood horses like-what they did 
25 years ago it would pay them better than 
anything else.” 
It was pointed out that there is a scarcity 
of colts likely to make hunters. Americans 
are extremely anxious to get Irish blood- 
stock, and, apart from that, there appears 
to be a hait Gea big thoroughbreds with 
plenty of bone.

day’s fair there was a marked scarcity of made 
hunters.

$225 each. Mr. John Meleady, Dublin, got 
ten hunters at from £50 to £120, and also a 
number of troopers at from £30 to £40.

Oliver Dixon, of Reading, who bought 
fewer than forty-eight in the Counties of 
Limerick, Tipperary and Waterford.

A remnant of the horses on offer appeared 
on the streets, to-day, but there was no great 
change in the: tone of trade, and yesterday’s 
prices were repeated. | 
In conversation with a leading Co. Galway 
stock-owner to-day, I was told that the in- 
Huence of the Hackney stallions introduced 
to Connemara by the Congested Districts 
Board some years ago is reflected in the rub- 
bishy type of horses to be found in many 
parts of the district. It is believed that this 
will not be remedied until more thoroughbreds 
are introduced. In this matter, however, 
judgment would have to be exercised, as the 
production of too many class horses would ile- 
preciate their value.

After consultation, Captain Duffy retired 
from the Court, and his place was taken vy 
Captain John Stafford. :

Mr. Richard Barry stated that he lived 
near Fermoy. He remembered some time in 
April last Captain Fitzmaurice coming to his 
house and asking him if he would buy some 
stuff at the aerodrome. Witness bought 100 
sheets of galvanised iron and two tanks ot 
150 and allons capacity, and paid Captain 
Titzmaurice a cheque for the property. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCarthy, witness 
said that at the interview the defendant was 
accompanied by one officer, and approached 
him quite Openly. Major O’Leary subse- 
quently interviewed witness about the affair, 
and witness told him all about the transaction. 
The property was still in his possession. | 

This bs pat! the evidence for the prosecution. 

Captain McCarthy asked for a dismissal of 
the charge on the ground that the military 
had not proved that the property sold was 
military property. In the absence of any 
evidence on the point he assumed that the. 
a bá was the defendant’s. 

The Judge Advocate said that this objection 
had been anticipated by the authorities, and 
they had given him a ruling on the matter to 
the effect that the stores in the possession of 
the Army and stored on a Government aero- 
drome must assumed to be military 
property. He asked the Court to assume that 
the stores on the aerodrome were military 
property. 

The Court agreed, and it was decided to 
hear the case for the defence. 

_DEFENDANT’S CASE. 

Addressing the Court for the defence, Mr. 


ing a very trying period, over a year ago, was 
sent to Fermoy to open up an aerodrome. 

When certain buildings were erected there 
was material left over, including the gal- 
vanised iron and tanks mentioned in the 
charge. Subsequently, at the time of the 
mutiny, Captain Fitzmaurice received orders 
to evacuate Fermoy aerodrome and to pro- 
ceed to Baldonnell. At Fermoy he got up a 
canteen, but could not get funds from the 
Government, and he could not get any out- 
sider to start the canteen, as it would not 
He got permission from Major-General 
Sweeny, General Officer Commanding the Air 
Force, and Captain Fawcett to start a can- 
teen on his own-account. When the aero- 
drome was about to be evacuated, it was 
found that the canteen was in debt £115. He 
mentioned this to Major-General Sweeny, 
who told him to sell any surplus or useless 
stuff, to buy sports gear with the proceeds, 
and to clear off the canteen accounts. The 
debt was subsequently reduced by about £30, 
and Captain Fitzmaurice, in order further to 
reduce that sum, sold this surplus material 
to Mr. Barry for £20. 

As an honest officer, he addressed a letter 
to the Chief of. Staff, giving a plain,  out- 
spoken statement of the facts dealing with 
the transaction, and pointing out that the 
money was not converted to his own use or 
benefit. 

Captain Fitzmaurice, the defendant, stated 
that when the Officer Commanding gave him 
permission to start a canteen, the understand- |. 
ing was that the profits were to be utilised 
to purchase sports gear and to provide en- 
tertainment for the troops. Through mis- 
management the canteen lost £115 in three 
or four months, and witness put an officer in 
charge of it, after which it began to show a 
profit; and, had they been left there long 
enough, they could have qleareu the debt, 
but after the mutiny he got orders to 
evacuate Fermoy within a week, and, of 
i aid off. On 
April 19 he paid a bill for £19 to a trader 
named Lombard, in Fermoy. ‘The canteen 
account was in his name as Commandin 
Officer, and he went to the Bank of Treland 
and found that, after paying the £19, he had 
a credit balance of £4 19s. 6d. Four or five 
months before they left Fermoy he got per- 
mission from Major-General Sweeny to sell 
any waste stores and to devote the proceeds 
towards a sports fund and the canteen debt. 
The Prosecutor said that he admitted that 
the money was devoted towards paying the 
canteen debts. The charge was a purely 
technical one, 

Continuing, the defendant said that he did 
not consider himself even technically guilty 
of any offence in disposing of these materials. 
This amount was outstanding when he got 
orders to leave Fermoy, and he considered 
himself in honour bound to clear off the debt. 
-nd he had the permission of General 
Sweeny to dispose of useless material, and 
this was useless. It was sold at its full 
value, and the money was devoted towards 
fraying the canteen debt. He considered that 
he acted properly in doing what he did. 

Licutenant Russell said that he was press 
at the sale of the materials to Mr. Barry. 

Mr. J. Guilfoyle, who was in charge of 
Engineers’ stores at Baldonnell, stated that 
on the instructions of General Sweeny, 
through another officer, old stores at Bal- 
donnell were sold, and the proceeds were de- 
voted to the purchase of sports gear, etc. 

Commandant Moloney said that Captain 
Fitzmaurice bore an excellent character, and 
was a very capable officer in his capacity as a 
fiying instructor, and as an officer carrying on 
his ordinary duties. e regarded Captain 
Fitzmaurice as the most valuable officer under 
his command, and had never any reason to 
complain of his conduct or general character.

The price of gas is to be reducéd ih 
Dublin from is. 7d. to 1s. 3d. a therm. 
This statement was made at an inguiry 
held in the City Hall yesterday by Mr. 
E. A. Swayne, K.C., into an application 
by the Dublin Corporation Commissioners 
to the Ministry for Industry and Com- 
merce for an Amending Order revising the 
powers of charging for the gas supplied 
by the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ 
Gas Company. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS. 


AGREEMENT WITH GAS 
COMPANY. 


Mr. Burke} Assistant Law Agent, in stating 
the case for the Commissicners, said that be- 
fore the war the Gas Company worked tinder 
Section 16 of the Act of 1809, but as a result of 
an inguiry into the cost of materials and 
wages, the price of gas went up, and the divi- 
dend went down, peng ultimately reduced to 
£2 17s. 6d. per £100 of Stock. Under a War 
Emergency Act the company were authorised 
to pay a dividend of £3 Ós. 3d. per cent., 
régardiess of the ptice charged for gas. There 
was Some control as to price, but subject to 
that control, the gas actually increased to 
7s. 6d. per 1,000 cubic feet. In 1920 the Gas 
Regulation Act was passed providing a new 
: oÍ charges for gas, and the Board of 

fade was authorised to substitute for the 
standatd price a new standard price per 
thetm. An ihquiry was held in 1921, and by

Mr. Burke gave a detailed account of the 
négotiations whith took place between the 
Corporation and the Gas Company to have ihe 
otis for gas reduced. They had at length 
come to an agreement, and they would ask 
the in to recommend to the Ministry 
that it should be sanctioned. The charge 
that they asked him to recommend was 1s. 34d. 
in place of 1s. 7d., a reduction of 4d. 


GAS COMPANY’S CASE. 


Mr. Lardner (who represented the Gas 
Comipany)—You -will be asked that the 
order shall be varied and altered so far as’ 
that affects the standard price of gas. The 
Corporation and the Gas Company recognised 
that there was a very heavy burden on the 
peaple, and the Corporation were concerned 
to bring about the earliest possible reduction 
in the price of gas. The real trouble with 
the Gas Company was that. they had got an 
old plant, and they had had to convert it 
into an up-to-date one. Consumers of gas in 
Dublin suffered under the difficulties of dis- 
tribution, Three points were tr for a re- 
duction. . Firstly, it was said the Cor- 
poration that the accounts included large 
sume for reconstruction and renewals, whi 
were non-redeiving charges, and that the ex- 
penditure of these sums had the effect of put- 
ting up the price of gas. Secondly, it was 
said that the cost and the charges incidental 
to the production of gas were substantially 
altered by reason of the decreased cón of 
coal. He would satisfy Mr. Swayne 
that coal had not gone up, but down. 
Then it was contend that the 
cost was not affected by the cost of freight. 
He would show that that did not affect the 
ay of gas in any way. It was also con- 

ndéd that there was a decrease in wages. 
No doubt there had been, but it did not come 
into operation in any of the years in the 
accounts in respect of which the inquiry was 
concerned—namely, to December 31, 1921; to 
Deember 51, 1922, and to June, 19235. 

The trouble was that the number of con- 
sumers pet mile of piping lines in Dublin was 
smaller than in any other concern in these 
countries. 

Mr. Swayne—You have a big atea and a 

small community? 
Mr. Lardner said that that wae so. The 
Gas Company were anxious, not only to treat 
their shareholders well, but also to treat their 
consumers and the public well, 


MR. GRBY’S BVIDENCE. 


The sole withess examined was Mr, William 
J. Grey, Secreta 
Consumers’ Gas Company. He stated. that 
in Dublin at present there were 58,802 con- 
sumers of gas, and that since 1914 the average 
consumption per customer had been rising 
steadily. 

Questioned with regard to the contention 
that as coal was getting cheaper, gas should 
also become cheaper, Mr. Gre said that there 
had been decreases in the Eo of coal since 
the last inquiry in May, 1921, but it was a 
rather curious thing that since 1925 the price 
of coal had gone up, and it was now costing 
them, roughly, 48. a ton more than it did last 
year, That was a rather serious matter. The 
cost of manufacture had increased greatly, 
and in the present system it had been necee- 
sary at certain times of the year to use oil. 
In order to sAVé & considerable amount of 
money and to give a reduction to their con- 
sumers, they had decided some years ago that 
it would be necessary to close down their 
works at Kingstown, Bray, and elsewhere, 
and arrangements were made to have the gas 
to the outlying districts conducted by pipes 
from Dublin. In order to have d storage 
accommodation, a contract had been signed 
for an additional gas holder in Dublin, and 
it would cost them £56,000, and was now 
well on the way to completion, In addition 
it was necessary to have a substantial founda- 
tion, and the contract which had been 
accepted set the cost down at £6,586. 
That wotk had been completed. There 

aditional costs for repair work, 
étc., totalling £1,500. A contract with a 
Halifax firm had been made for the supply 
of new apparatus which would cost £7,000. 
The total cost was £70,886, and this sum was 
placed as a charge against their accounts 
over the next eighteen months, i.¢., the whole 
of 1924, and the first half of 1925. 

In Dublin the percentage of incréase from 
the pre-wat price of gas was the third lowest 
of all the large undertakings ín the three 
countries. They had an abnormal miléage of 
mains, & small number of consumers, and a 
small cohsumhtion per consumer, so that 
naturally the distribution cost was out of all 
proportion.

LOSING £80 A WEEK. 
| urrúis 


The Lartigúe Railway, in the County Kerry, 
the only line of its kind in these countries, 
will be closed by order of the Courts on the 
14th instant, and fot the future Ballybunion, 
the popular watering place in the South, will 
have to depend on motor power. 

The railway, Which was constructed twenty- 
seven ra , @onnects the towns of 
Listowel and Ballybunion. Unlike many 
other lines which were laid down about that 
time, it had no baronial guarantee, and, as 
the ordinary traffic between the two towns is 
small, it was rarely able to pay its expenses 
for any considerable period. 

Known locally as the one-line paiva the 
Lartigne was an object of curiosity’ to all 
visitors to the district, The single rai] which 
carries the engine and carriages stands some 
feet above the ground, and is supported by 
trestles shaped like the letter A. é engiue 
(which has two nooey ai the carriages hang 
down each side of the letter. Passengers 
entered the compartments from both sides, 
and frequently the railway officials were to 
be seen taking ngers from one side and 

lacing them on the other in order that the 
oad might be more evenly distributed. 

The unfortunate history of the Lartigue was 
told to Mr. Justice Meredith in the High 
Court, Dublin, yesterday, when Mr. Chadwiok 
(instructed by Messrs. Longfield, Kelly and 
Armstrong) applied on behalf of Mr. Ernest 
S. Crowley for an order giving him liberty to 
discontinue the working of the andertaking 
from the 14th inst. 

The working of the railway, he said, had 
been carried on for twenty-seven years by a 
receiver and manager under the Chancery 
Court. There was a loss on the working of 
£350 per week, and the receiver had now no 
money to catry on the undertaking any longer. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that it was per- 
fectly clear that motor power would have to 
be used to solve the problem of these little 
subsidiary railways. 

Mr. Chadwick said that that was so. Thay 
had unsuccessfully endeavoured to have the 
Listowel and Ballybunion Railway included 
in the amalgamation scheme.

IRISH DIRECTORS AND 
» AMERICAN CAPITAL,

Below we give particulars of a scheme 
under which it is hoped to ‘make Iréland 
the central fishing industry of Europe. 

A company with a capital of a million 

pounds is to be formed, the capital being 
raised in America and the directors lead- 
ing Irish business men. It is said that a 
further five million pounds can be raised 
if necessary. 
Captain M. Brophil, of the Irish Fisheries’ 
Association, in an interview with an 
[rish Times representative yesterday said :— 
“The Irish fishing industry is to be made the 
finest fishing industry in the world.” 

Having referred to the very low state of the 
industry at present, Captain Brophil said that 
the only means of putting the fishermen on 
their. feet is to organise them and give them 
capital, in order to procure boats and gear, 
to erect canning and curing stations, and 
to look after the oyster beds and the kelp 
industry. 

“I put forward certain proposals to 
American financiers,” continued Captain 
Brophil, “and they are prepared to back my 
Suggestions y rec a company with a 
be of £1,000,000. That is to develop the 
fishing industry of Ireland and to take the 
fishermen from their present stress, and put 
them in the foremost rank of Irish industries. 
The directors of the company are all well- 
known Irish business men and their names 
will appear in the prospectus, which will be 
published in about a fortnight’s time. The 
are all men of high standing and they will 
have in their hands power to distribute 
money.’’ 

“Will the company be an American one?’ 
asked our representative. “ No,” replied 
Captain Fa oe» “the company will be 
registered in Ireland and the directors will be 
Irishmen, but the money will be floated in 
America.’* | 

“The development of the fishing industry,” 
he proceeded, “‘ will entail, naturally, first of 
al], the prosperity of fishermen, and it is 
hoped to give a lot of employment to the 
youth of the west of Ireland, who are at 

esent going to America.. Ireland will be 
he central fishing country of the whole of 
Europe and will go into all the markets of 
the world sending out Irish fish. Steps will 
be taken to see that foreign trawlers do not 
come in and take away fish from the Irish 
fishermen, and it is ho to be able to com- 
pete with the biggest fishing countries of the 
world, such as Germany, England and Scot- 
land, Fishing is at its lowest ebb; in fact the 
industry has nearly gone; but we are going 
to take it from that position and make it the 
finest fishing industry in the world.’’ 

THE MONEY AVAILABLE. 

“Ts the money actually available?” he was 
asked. . “Yes,” he -teplied, ‘*the money— 
£1,000,000—is actually. put-up.’’ 

In the course of further conversation, 
Captain Brophil said that t did not want 
to go into details at present, but that in the 
course of tén days or a fortnight the pros- 
pectus, names of directors, and full details 
would be published. 

It is understood that the promoters of the 
scheme claim that they have a further backing 
of £5,000,000 or more if nf y. It is in- 
tended to add to the present fishing fleet 
about 200 trawlers and drif and over 300 
smaller craft (all motor propelled), and that 
four patrol boats shall be procured to protect 
the fishing beds. The y proposes to 
take over the old curing plants, 
to build new ones where required, and to 
equip them with the most modern require- 
ments. Transport facilities will be organised, 
both for the home and foreign trades, and 
proper representation will be had in all the 
markets of the world. 

The company, it is stated, are about to pay 
the required fee of £10,000 to register them- 
selves as an Irish firm. E: from. all 
of the world will be employed to train loca! 
employés, aad i 
mately to have only Irish employés. It is also 
proposed to form wholesale d stores, 
in order to enable fishermen to get goods at 
the lowest prices—to B nee a 
scientific and research department, a school 
for children to teach them the fishing in- 
dustry, and to qualify them as masters for the 
trawlers, etc.

The 
boundary question, as a geographical ques- 
tion, cannot be settled now or in the near 
future. The question of Northern Ireland's 
recognition of a national Parliament 
cannot be discussed now or in the 
immediate future with any prospect of 
succesr.

The House of Lords this afternoon took 
‘the second reading of the Irish Free State 
‘(Confirmation of Agreement) Bill, and it 
is expected that the division will take 
place to-morrow evening. To-morrow, 
therefore, will be a most interesting day 
in Parliament; for both Houses will be 
the scene of important decisions. It is 
earnestly hoped in political circles that the 
atmosphere of political excitement and 
crisis will not spread to the House of 
Lords. It is important that the Bill 
should become law, if only for the reason 
that it may prove a firm stepping-stone 
to a settlement by consent. tt is now 
apparent that it would have been better 
from almost every point of view if the 
original determination that nothing but 
the Irish Bill should be taken during the 
present sittings had been maintained. 

It is almost certain, however, that the 
Trish Bill will be passed, even should the 
Government fall to-morrow.

lreland’s Crisis. 


Unless the Liberals are daunted by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s challenging speech 
at the Labour Party Conference, a general 
election seems to be assured. The matter 
is likely to be settled to-day in the House 
of Commons. [Ireland's chief interest, for 
the moment, lies in the fate of the 
Boundary Bill, which was moved for 
second reading in the House of Lords 
yesterday. It is conceivable that an 
instant dissolution might destroy the Bill 
or that the Lords might be tempted to 
kill it with amendments; but neither of 
these developments is probable. In the 
first place, the British Government has 
pledged itself to “implement” the Bill 
at any cost; and, in the next place, the 
Lords can have no wish to substitute the 
Irish difficulty for the Russian Treaty as 
the main issue at a general election. We 
have little doubt, therefore, that, election 
or no election, the Bill will be law before 
the end of the present week. This pros- 
pect increases the gravity of the speech 
which Sir James Craig made yesterday in 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland. He 
declared that, if the Boundary Com- 
mission’s verdict were unacceptable to 
his Government, he would resign his 
office and would lead his people to 
the defence of their threatened territory. 
This decision, he added, was “ the policy 
of a unanimous Cabinet.” Sir James 
refused to make any “ gesture” that could 
be interpreted as an expression of willing- 
ness to go at any time “under a Free 
State Government in Dublin,” He is 
ready to contemplate “ whole-hearted co- 
operation,” but not unity, as that term 
is understood to-day by the Government 
and people of the Free State. 

The Boundary Commission’s verdict 
will do one of two things. It will 
make minor rectifications of the fron- 
tier or it will transfer substantial 
areas of Northern Ireland to the Free 
State. In the former event Sir James 
Craig's Government might accept the 
verdict, and President Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment is bound, by a whole series of ex- 
plicit and implicit pledges, to accept it. 
What is the hope, however, that Mr. 
Cosgrave: would be able to secure his 
Parliament's approval of a decision that 
would disappoint the far too confident 
expectations of a large body of his sup- 


certain, which might shake the very 
foundations of the State, shatter the 


country’s peace and destroy ‘its slowly 
established and still insecure credit. Such 
developments - could not fail to. react 
injuriously on’ the welfare of Northern 
Ireland. If, on the other hand, the

Will not losses and confusions of the most 
disastrous kind be inevitable for both?

If 
they are being held back by their own 
extremists, public opinion must strengthen 
their hands. The humblest citizen can 
help to make public opinion. Organised 
influences, like the Churches, can mould 
it, if they choose, to noble ends. We 
have appealed for the intervention of the 
Churches. Are they willing to risk the 
condemnation that, in Ireland’s sorest 
hour of moral and social crisis, the hungry 
sheep looked up and were not fed? 


Alcohol and Health. 


Describing in The Times a new novel by 
one of our young Irish realists, the critic 
remarks that the characters appear to be 
“eternally grasping cold, black pints of 
porter in their’ strong, red hands.” 
Indeed, this is an apt description of rural 
Ireland as our writers present it to 
the world; and, perhaps, it is sadly 
near the truth. Intemperance, which 
with us is a national question of prime 


urgency, is a problem that concerns other | 


nations in almost equal degree.. A special 
issue of the. Practitioner, in which twelve 
eminent physicians discuss alcohol in its 
relation to public health, shows with 
telling figures and proven testimonies how 
perilously intemperance has undermined 
the nations. The editor points out that 
the weakening of restraints in these 
tumultuous years has resulted in many 
abuses which would have been checked 
by public opinion in sterner days. He 
mentions intemperance among university 
students as an abuse which would have 
been regarded with the utmost horror by 
former generations. Occurring among that 
class of young man from whom the leaders 
of the people should proceed, it bodes ill 
for public standards in the future. 
Attention is drawn also to the alcoholic 
abuse of “cocktails’’. which has spread 
to these countries from America. The 
“cocktail,” a concoction of imported 
artists—as the editor terms it—contains 
undiluted spirits disguised by flavouring 
essences. It is erroneously supposed to 
promote appetite, but medical opinion 
condemns it as nourishing an unwhole- 
some thirst for crude alcohol and attacking 
the health without outwardly betraying 
the symptoms of intoxication. 

The medical experts who discuss the 
problem of alcohol in its various aspects 
are by no mgans unanimously in favour 
of total abstinence. They are, however, 
unanimous in laying stress on the urgency 
of national action to check intemperance. 
Sir Arthur Newsholme estimates that the 
average drink bill in Britain is £35 
per annum for every family. When ‘this 
expenditure is apportioned it is clear 
that ‘‘ multitudes of adults must drink 
to an injurious extent.” The amount 
spent on intoxicants would have paid 
the rental of every house, farm, shop, 
factory and estate. ‘Evidently, then,” 
Sir Arthur remarks, “there need be no 
housing problem were there no drink 
problem.’’: A remarkable table which he 
reproduces shows the curve for consump- 
tion of spirits and the curve for infant 
mortality, plotted for thirty’ years, and 
varying in precisely parallel paths. Dr. 
T. H. C. Stevenson, who discusses the 
morality of alcohol, is not disposed 
to confirm the opinion that _ teetotal- 
lers live longer than temperate drinkers, 
but he declares that “ alcohol con- 
tributes to innumerable deaths for 
which it not immediately and 
He quotes his 
namesake’s gruesome pirate song with the 
refrain, ‘‘Drink and the devil had done 
for the rest, ” remarking that the partner- 
ship is a common one and that the devil 
finds it mightily profitable. Among 
matters of common: coneern in which 
Northern and Southern Ireland ought to 
co-operate, as well as to vie, is the sup- 
pression of drunkenness in our island, 
and the fostering of temperate habits, and 
the decent qualities that go therewith, 
among our people. We are glad that et 
least one Minister of the Free State has 
set his hand with resolution to the work.

A British Shrine. 


Thousands of Irishmen will réad with 
sympathetic interest the appeal which we 
print to-day for funds for the building of 
an English church at Ypres. On the tenth 
anniversary of Britain’s entry into the 
war the Earl of Ypres commented strongly 
on the fact that the Church of England 
has no place of worship of a permanent 
character “in the whole battlefield area,”’ 
although hundreds of thousands of its 
members lie sleeping in that belt of 
hallowed earth that runs from Switzer- 
‘land to the sea. In the Ypres Salient 
alone no fewer than six hundred men are 
employed by the Imperial War Graves 
Commission in the tending of British 
cemeteries, and some two hundred of them 
live in the neighbourhood of the town. 
Most of these men belong to the Church 
of England, and an English church is an

Several of the machines showed themselves 
to be easy to handle and capable of weil- 
Varied speeds and rapid changes of direc- 
tion.

DUBLIN: FIRM’S “ FIND.” 


A .“‘find’’ of interest to print collectors 
has been accomplished by Measrs. Combridge 
and Co., of Grafton street, Dublin. 

Some years ago this firm, having the plates 
of Nichol’s drawings .of the Dublin and 
Kingstown Railway, issued reproductions, 
which are very interesting and are prized by 
many. collectors of prints representing’ Old 
Dublin. But the firm itself did not possess 
a set of the original issue; for which its 
representatives searched in. salerooms and 
through private — without’ success until 
the other day. very fine example of the 
original issue has now come into the firm’s 
possession. It is entitled ‘‘ Five Views of the 
Dublin and Kingstown Railway, from draw- 
ings taken on the spot. by Andrew Nichol, 


with a description of this important national | 


work, Dublin: William Frederick Wakeman, 
9 D'Olier street.” Names of London agents 
follow, and the date—18s. 

The Dublin and Kingstown Railway was 
the first railway built in Ireland, and was 
considered at the time to be a great feat of 
engineering. The descriptive matter gives a 
detailed account of the lias, and records the 
‘trial trips’ by the locomotive Hibernia and 
the running of the first passenger train. — It 
is stated that the original intention was to 
have the Dublin terminus . near the 
‘Clarendon stables,’’ and thence to run the 
line skirting the College Park, on the Great 
Brunswick street side. ; 

The five views are’ in aguatint, and in 
the example held by Messrs. Combridge the 
colours have retained their fall brilliance and 
depth. The issue is bound in a brown porte 
cover, on which is an inscription in hand- 
writing showing that the copy. was a gift 
from a member of the Plunkett family to a 
person, whose name is indecipherable.. The 
inscription is dated 1836. 

Examples of the issue are. extremely rare, 
and it must be very many years since one 
came into the market.

Office scheme for the erection of a Wireless 
Broadcasting Station in the Free State is 
expected in the near future. 

The scheme is at present in the hands 
of the Minister. of Finance, and, should 
his consent be secured within the next 
few weeks, the Post Office authorities will 
set to work to have the scheme in. prac- 
tical working effect by the early spring. 

I understand that the intention is to have 
the Broadcasting Station erected in the 
Phoen*x Park, and provision is also made 
in the scheme for the construction of a 
“‘relay’’ station at Cork. 
undertaking prove to he a _ reasonably 
sound financial proposition, relay stations 
will also be erected in Galway, Limerick, 
and at two or three other centres. 

The Dublin station will be in charge of 
a working staff of about ten, and the 
general management of the undertaking 
will be in the hangs of a director, whose 
p-.ition will be somewhat similar to that 
of the stage manager of a great theatre._ 
The selection of programmes, etc., will be 
left to his discretion. 

The first object of the promoters of the 
scheme will be to secure 150,000 licensed 
“ listeners-in’’. to enable them, by the 
collection of that number of licence fees, 
to defray the costs and expenses of the 
undertaking.

LITTLE CHANCE OF ESCAPE 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT.

LONDON, Tuesday Night. 


writes :— 

A great many members would be very 
glad if they could feel that a General Election 
was not coming just yet. The expense is a 
great deterrent, and grumbling is rife. The 
facts of the situation, however, admit of no 
escape, or only a small escape. Nothing has 
occurred to-day to change the prediction 
already made, that the Government will be 
defeated to-morrow night. 

Mr. Baldwin conferred with his Unionist 
Front Bench colleagues at his residence 
to-day, and, @ understand, that the view 
taken there was that the Government would 
certainly be defeated. 

It is never safe to predict with absolute 
certainty what may happen in this Parlia- 
ment. Minority Government has made the task 
of the political prophet a hazardous one. 
Therefore, while asserting the general antici- 
pation of defeat, dissolution, and a General 
Election, as the outcome of to-morrow’s de- 
bate on the Campbell prosecution, it is well 
to give due place to the element of doubt, 
whic’: is also discussed. 

It is suggested in Labour circles that Sir 
Patrick Hastings’s defence is going to be 
a good. Apparently it is ex- 

ected that after hearing it, Mr. Asquith, Mr. 
sloyd George, and Sir John Simon may put 
their heads together, and, dropping every 
other consideration but that of the merits of 
the defence, which has been offered, decide 
not to put forward their amendment. This, 
of course, would save the Government, be- 
cause the Liberals would oppose the Unionist 
vote of censure. 

But is it likely that Sir Patrick Hastings has 
anything so new up his sleeve that Liberals 
are going to change their opinion?

The only sort of way out, it seems, would 
be for the Government to accept a new. form 
of inquiry, which might be suggested in the 
debate.

CLAIMS OF SOUTHERN 
IRISH LOYALISTS. 
H1 


A statement sent to the Press, in reply to 
that issued by the Irish Free State Go- 
vernment Publicity De ent to the British 
and Irish , on what is alleged to be a 
series of attacks on the Irish Free State, con- 
tains the following :— 

“The Committee of the Irish Claims Com- 
pensation Association state that this pro- 
paganda is evidently intended as a reply to 
the statement issued by the Southern 
Loyalists’ Committee, and published in the 
Press on September , in which complaint 
was made of the unjust treatment of Southern 
loyalists, whose homes, business premises, 
and effects have been destroyed since the 
establishment of that Government, and the 
consequent withdrawal of British Crown 
forces. The greater part of the Free State 
pronouncement deals with the assessmeat and 
payment of claims for pre-Truce damage, 
which have been assessed by the Wood- 
Renton Commission—a British Commission— 
and which was not the subject of criticism 
in the ommittee’s statement referred to. It 
is true that this Commission have varied 
the awards of the British High Court and 
County Court Judges, in most cases to the 
detriment of the claimants; but it is admitted 
that substantial justice was done in most 
cases where the Sans was allowed to ap- 
pear before the Commission. 

“There are cases of injustices where the 
awards were varied by the investigators, and 
especially so where the claimants were poor, 
and unable to bring their cases to the Court 
in London. Complaint is made, however, 
that there are many instances where the 
awards have not been paid by the Free State, 
and the amounts have been set off against 
claim for income tax on income, which the 
claimants did not receive in consequence of 
their treatment. 

“ The Free State claim credit for the pay- 
ment of large sums to four members of the 
House of Lords—viz., Lords Listowel, Castle- 
maine, Bandon and Muskerry. These peers 
were in a different position to other loyalist 
claimants. They were men of influence in the 
British House of Lords. It was well known 
that their houses were burned by the Sinn 
Fein forces as reprisals for the action of the 
British troops in the neighbourhood during 
the war before the truce. The British Govern- 
ment were held responsible for these pay- 
ments, and it is believed that no credit for 
their liberal payment attaches to the Free 
State, as the compensations are stated to have 
been paid by the British Government. 

‘“The complaints of the Committee were 
almost entirely directed to a large number of 
loyalist claims for damage done since the Free 
State Government was set up. Over two 
hundred mansion houses, business premises, 
and homes have been destroyed in this period, 


Minister of the Free State, exceeded thirty 
millions. In addition to this, a large number 
of poor loyalists suffered damage. : 

““In January, 1922, an agreement, supp:e- 
mental to the Treaty, was signed by the 
Plenipotentiaries of the British and Irish 
Governments, and, in consideration of the 
withdrawal of the Britisn Crown forces, 1t was 
agreed that. compensation for these damages 
should be assessed and paid for in the ordinary 
way-+i.e., under the then existing law. The 
Free State state that the delay in payment of 
these post-truce claims is due to the fact that 
the Damage to Property (Compensation) Act 
was not passed until May, 1923, The Com- 
mittee maintain that that Act was a breach 
of the agreement, in so far as it altered the 
method of assessing the claims without the 
consent of the claimants, who under this Act 
are deprived of cash payments, and are sub- 
ject to reinstatement conditions, which in 
many cases render the compensation decrees 
valueless. Even so, up to the present only 
minute sums have been paid to a few loyalists, 
and the Free Stjate announces that a sum of 
£630,000 has beqn paid. 

“ The Committee ask the Free State to pub- 
lish a list of the names of those persons to 
whom payments have been made, as they 
are informed that the greater portion of this 
money has not been paid to loyalists at all— 
viz., the former supporters of the British 
Crown-—but to others, who were on the side 
of Sinn Fein. At any rate ,controversy on 
this point would be set at rest if the Free 
State would agree to publish, from time to 
time, a list of those who have been paid. 
lt may be remarked that questions have been 
addressed to Ministers of the British Parlia- 
ment on this . ject, and replies have been 
given that such information cannot be 
‘afforded because the Irish Government 
omitted to publish it. 

“The Committee do not question the fair- 
ness of the Wood-Renton Commission. On 
the contrary, they ask that post-truce cases 
mav be submitted to this Commission, or a 
similar Commission in London, pr-sided over 
by a High Court Judge, and that they should 
be assessed and paid in like manner as the 
compensations were dealt with in the cases 
of the Republican deportees. In their cases 
assessment was fairly made, and the awards 
promptly paid. The Committee state that 
their people, who have been loyal to the 
British Constitution and to the King’s Go- 
vernment in Ireland, should not be worse 
treated than those who have been in rebellion 
against them.”’

THE DEBATE IN THE

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
In his Presidential address to the Labour 
Party Conference yesterday the Prime Minis- 
ter thought proper to treat the questions 
arising out of the abandonment of “ a certain 
prosecution’ as ' a httie maneuvre,’ a 
piece of ‘‘small tactics,” a bit of ‘“‘ chica- 
nery,” “a trumped up stunt,’ directed 
against the true interests of the country from 
the meanest and the pettiest of party 
motives. In fact, as numbers who take little 
interest in party are- acutely conscious, 
Parliament of recent years has seldom had to 
consider questions so "aes “á concerning 
fundamental principles of the Constitution 
and of our whole social polity as those which 
come before the House of Commons to-day. 

After going over the main facts of the 
case, T'Ae Times proceeds :— The present posi- 
tion is that a prima facie case has been put 
forward against the Law Officers.

LORD BIREENHEAD'S LETTER. 


In the course oí a lengthy letter to The 
Times Lord _s— Birkenhead writes :-—My 
attention has been called to the fact that the 
Solicitor-General a few days ago alleged that 
I, when Attornéey-Generai, had first ordered 
and then abandoned a prosecution in circum- 
stances which afforded some precedent for | 
what has recently happened. Never has a 
Minister in a difficulty clutched at so unreal 
a tabula in naufragio. I have been informed 
from another source that this supposed 
analogy is to be relied upon in debate by the 
apologists of the Government. I have, there- 
fore, thought it worth while to refresh my 
memory by examining the papers, public and 

rivate, that would relate to this matter, and 
i gladly place the results at the dispesal of 
the Government, little as it seems likely to 
advance their case. 

Lord Birkenhead then sets out the facts re- 
garding proceedings which were instituted in 
1917 against, certain shop stewards, who had 
set themselves to persuade fellow-workers to 
strike against, the agreement between the 
Government, and the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers. These were withdrawn upon a 
signed undertaking by the men to adhere to 
the agreement, 

The above recital of facts, proceeds Lord 
Birkenhead, will make it plain how futile is 
the attempt to treat my decision in the matter 
I have described as affording any support to 
the recent decision of the Attorney-General. 
I was dealing with accused men who were 
repentent; he was dealing with one who 
defied him and contradicted him at the 
moment when he branded him with sedition, 
and has continued to defy and ridicule him 
ever since the prosecution was abandoned. 
No pressure of any colleague was allowed to 
influence me in my decision, which was based 
solely upon my own private conception of the 
public interest. With no colleague, great or 
small, did I ever discuss whether or not I 
should abandon the prosecution. Nor would I 
have permitted any political colleague even to 
enter upon such a discussion with me. Can 
the Attorney-General say as much?

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes in regard to to-day’s debate on the

thes Liberal and lJLabour vote against 
the Conservative, and that this would 
leave the way clear for the Liberal proposal ; 
but last night a different alternative was 
being canvassed in Labour circles. This was 
that the supporters of the Government might 
fairly say that, as they are opposed both to 
the vote of censure and to the appointment 
of a Select Committee, they may fairly de- 
cline to vote in the first division, leaving it 
to the Conservatves and Liberals to fight it 
out among themselves what the House should 
afterwards vote upon. ‘Labour members argue 
that the result of this would be that the Con- 
cervatives would defeat the Liberals, that the 
proposal for a Select Committee would be 
wiped out, and that a division would then be 
taken on the concrete issue of a vote of 
censure with no alternatives. Liberals would 
then be compelled to make up their minds 
definitely whether they would support a vote 
of censure, followed by an immediate election. 
The view in Labour circles last night was 
that enough Liberals would go into their 
loby to save the Government on this definite 
issue, and that its life would thereby be saved 
for-the time being.

COUNCIL. 


IRELAND SEVERED FROM 
PARENT BODY.

DUBLIN DELEGATE’S 
APPEAL. 


- 


By a majority the annual Coníerence 


at Brighton yesterday oí the National 
Luuncil of Women of Great Britain and 
Ireland passed an amendment to the Con- 
stitution deleting the name of Ireland 
from the title of the Council, in view of 
the changed historical conditions in this 
country. The amendment was vigorously 
opposed by some of the Irish delegates. 


REASONS FOR THE 
CHANGE. 


THE NEW IRISH COUNCIL. 


The amendment was moved on behalf of the 
Executive Committee by Mrs. Ogilvie Gordon, 
who said that, in accordance with the new 
status of Ireland, steps were taken hy the 
Dublin branch to create a National Council 
in Ireland for itself. Those steps culminated 
in success, and the formation of the Irish 
Council had been accepted by the Executive 
of the International Council. 

A letter had been received from the 
Honorary Secretary of the branch in Dublin, 
who stated that the [rish Council was now 
only a small organisation, but that they hoped 
to grow and to pursue the high ideals of the 
organisation. The letter further expressed the 
hope and confidence that the Irish Connew 
would receive the good wishes of the Council 
of Great Britain, as the Irish Council’s good 
wishes would be with Great Britain. 

Mrs. Ogilvie Gordon said that they desired 
to send the message to their sister Council in 
Ireland that Great Britain was prepared to 
keep up the co-operation which had existed 
in the past, and they rejoiced that the Council 
had already been successful in Treland. 

Lady Trustram Eve seconded. 

Mrs. Ethel Watson, Honorary Secretary of 
the Alexandra College Guild, Dublin, moved 
an amendment urging that this severance from 
the British Woman’s Council be postponed. 
She said that there was what might be termed 
a skeleton National Council of Women in 
Ireland. It was only in embryo, or perhaps 
she should say in an initial stage of 
development. There was no president, and 
merely a small committee in Dublin, and 
very few representatives from other centres 
in Íreland, At present that Council could in 
no way be a source of strength to its affiliated 
societies. They urged that they should not 
be cut off from the present Council before 
the fledgling had begun to function. She 
asked that the matter shonld. he postponed 
for at least a year. 

Mrs. Watson read a statement which had 
been sent by Miss H. M. White, President of 
the Alexandra College Guild, in which Miss 


White said:—“ 1 feel that Ireland at the ' 


present crisis. specially needs any ties that -will 
bind her to Great Britain, and that all exist- 
ing links should be strengthened rather than 
weakened. Owing to the smaliness of Ireland. 
and the cleavages there, no Irish Couneil of 
Women would possibly give to its affiliated 
societies the breadth of outlook and -the in- 
centive and inspiration which they have re- 
ceived from the National Council of Women.” 

Mrs. Greville (Alexandra College Guild),-in 
seconding the amendmerif, said that the 
women in Ireland wanted to remain with 
Great Britain. If they in Ireland left they 
would only get consideration on party lines. 

Mrs. George Morgan. (the President) said 
that they sympathised with Ireland in her 
difficulties. 

A Delegate—Has this request for a separate 
Council in Ireland come from the Republicans, 
the loyalists, or whom ? 

Mrs. Morgan-—ile request has come from 
our own branch in Ireland. 

Mrs, Crookshank (Alexandra College 
Guild) said that the Guild was one of the 
biggest forces for unity ia Ireland. The 
branch in Ireland was not comparable with 
the Guild. “ All we are asking you,” she 
continued, ‘‘is to wait, and none of us knows 
what will happen in Ireland even in the 
next few months.” 

Lady Frances Balfour said that she thought 
it would be a good thing if this matter were 
postponed for a time.

The amendment was, therefore, lost, and 
the name of Ireland was deleted. 

Mrs. Morgan said that they would have 
been placed in a great difficulty if the amend- 
ment had been carried. ‘The feeling of 
sisterly affection was strong in the Council, 
which would do everything that it could to 
help Ireland through her difficulties. 


WOMEN POLICE. 

It was decided, in view of the divergence 
of opinion in the Executive, that no action 
be taken by the Council on the proviso in 
the Legitimacy Bill, that the Act should not 
operate to make legitimate a person whose 
father or mother was married to a third 
person when the illegitimate was born. 

The Council passed a resolution supporting 
the Bill legalising marriage with a nephew 
or niece, ‘This prohibition, it was asserted, 
was the man-made law, which Lady Astor 
described as appalling. 

It was asked by resolution that the Home 
Secretary and the Secretary for Scotland 
take steps to have women police put on a 
statutory basis.

FARMERS’ SELF-HELP. 
x—— - 
CO-OPERATION PROGRESS IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

The report of the Chief Registrar of 
Friendly Societies in Great Britain gives much 
space to an analysis of the activities of the 
numerous farmers’ co-operative organisations 
which are registered ath fo the Industrial aad 
Provident Societies Acts. : 

The extent, oí the movement, as revealed by 
the Registrar's figures, is hot generaily 
realised. The total sales bv agricultura! 
supply societies of goods required by the 
farmer members was £12,000,000 in 1920. 

Between 1913 and 1920 the membership of 
English co-operative dairy societies, existing 
mainly for the sale of milk, increased from 
2,593 to 10,598, and the value of the produce 
sold from £273,963 to £3,777,847. Even when 
the difference in prices is allowed for, the 
increase is noteworthy. 

Egg and fruit and market garden societies 
show equally significant pragress. 

The movement maintains a vigorous life 
among the farmers in Wales, where, in 1922, 
there were 117 societies with a turnover of 
£1,478,767.

A SIMPLE ISSUE. 


LORD ARNOLD’S QUESTIONS. 


Lord Arnold, in moving the second reading 
of the Irish Free State (Confirmation of 
Agreement Bill), said that ever since the 
labour Government came into office they had 
earnestly desired not to make party capital 
out of the Irish question. The issue out of 
which the bill arose was a simple one—did 
the signatories to the Irish Treaty of De- 
cember, 1921, when they signed, and did 
Parliament when it ratified, the Treaty in- 
tend that, if Northern Ireland opted out of 
the Free State the Boundary Commission 
should inevitably be set up, or did those 
who signed the Treaty mean that the Com- 
mission should only be set up if the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland voluntarily par- 
ticipated in it, or, alternatively, did they 
intend that if the Government of Northern 
Ireland refused to appoint a Commissioner 
they could stop the Boundary Commission 
from being established ? 

As for the intention of the signatories, 
was it conceivable that the Irish delegates 
would have signed the Treaty if they had 
not believed that, if Northern Ireland opted 
out of the Free State, a Commission was to 
be set up? If that was so, what were they 
to say of the British delegation? If there 
was any foundation for the allegation now 
would it not mean that the British 
delegates—knowing quite well what the Irish 
delegates believed and intended, and feeling 
themselves that as a matter of fact that the 
Treaty did not necessarily carry out their 
intention, and that, after all, a Boundary 
Commission need not be set up unless the 
Government of Northern Ireland agreed— 
signed the Treaty on those terms? No such 
deceit was practised by the British delegates, 
by Lord Birkenhead and _ by those who 
signed with him. The suggestion “carried its 
own condemnation with it, and was capable 
of actual disproof. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD’S LETTER. 

There was the letter of December 6th, 
1921, of Mr. Llovd George to Sir James 
Craig, in which he intimated that if Northern 
Ireland opted out a Boundary Commission 
would have to be set up. In his reply to 
that letter Sir James Craig did not suggest 
that such a refusal on the part of Northern 
Ireland would invalidate the Treaty. It was 
perfectly clear that such an idea had not 
occurred to him at that time. 

With regard to the letter written. by Lord 
Birkenhead to Lord Balfour, who had ex- 
pressed doubts as to the effects that Article 
12 might have upon the interests of Northern 
Ireland, if lord Birkenhead when he signed 
the Treaty had believed. and intended, that 
the Government of Northern Jreland: by 
refusing to participate in the Commission 
could prevent its establishment, his reply 
would have heen a simnle and conclusive 
one. He did not reply thot this pro- 
vision of the Treaty . could. not pre- 
judically effect Northern Ireland, because 
it could not be put into operation with- 
out her consent. Was not that proof 
that Lord Birkenhead did not helieve or 
intend that the setting up of a Commission 
was to be conditional upon the consent of the 
Government of Northern Ireland. 

In the debate on the bill confirming the 
Treatv it was Article 12 which aroused the 
greatest opposition and gave rise to the fullest 
discussion. but the Government made it per- 
fectly plain that in their view the intention

NO SUCCESS. 

‘He wished to make it quite clear that eve: 
since the Government came into office they 
had made. attempt to settle this matter 
by agreement, but wi t success. 

It was not case there was any under- 
standing about the powers of the Commission 
being limited to minor rectifications. It was, 
on the contrary, abundantly clear that Parlia- 
ment fully knew there were divergent views 
about the powers of the Commission, and that 
it must be left to the Commission itself to 
interpret its own powers. It must also be 
remembered ‘that-the Treaty was ratified nov 
only by the —s Parliament, but by the 
Parliament ofthe Free State. It could not 
be doubted that the latter ratified it on the 
understanding that the Commission to be set 
up under Article 12 had three factors to con- 
sider—uamely, the wishes of the inhabitants 
and the economic and raphic conditions, 
It should also be borne in mind that an 
identical biil to the one now introduced had 
been introduced into the Free State Parlia- 
ment, and was set down for second reading on 
October 21st. . ' 

As to the question of pledges, the Govern- 
ment had no doubt that the bill they haa 
taken the iight course, sis | were carrying out 
the intention of the Treaty and the intention 
of Parliament. If the statement mide. by Mr. 
Lloyd George to Sir James Craig after the 
signing of the Treaty was inconsistent with its 
terms, that. was a fact which the Government 
could not remedy. ‘They were responsible for 
neither the Treaty nor the statement. They 
must, however, consider: themselves bound 
rather by the Treaty which Parliament had 
ratified and passed into law, and which the 
people of Great Britain had confirmed at a 
general election, than by a statement given 
by one Minister to another, unimplemented by 
any covenant and unratified by Parliament. 
The Government believed the Treaty could 
not be fulfilled unless this bill was passed, and 
passed without. amendment. 


VISCOUNT GREY. 
TWO INCONSISTENT PLEDGES. 


Viscount Grey said that he rose to put 
before the House a personal view on, perhaps, 
the most difficult situation in which they had 
ever been placed. It seemed to him that two 
engagements had been undertaken by a pre- 
vious British Government and British Parlia- 
ment, one to Northern Ireland and one to the 
Free State. ) 

Representatives of Ulster, after opposing 
for thirty-four years every attempt at Home 
Rule, changed their whole attitude in 1920. 
The Home Rule Bill of that year was accepted 
by Ulster, if with reluctance, in the belief, 
beyond doubt, that they were getting a 
settlement which would not be altered with- 
out their consent. 

There was, he ‘considered, an honourable 
understanding between Ulster and the British 
Government in that matter, and no one could 
doubt that if the Ulster representatives had 
been told in 1920 that in a year’s time a 
Treaty would be concluded with the Free 
State re-opening the whole boundary ques- 
tion, they would have offered to the Bill of 
1920 the same uncompromising opposition as 
they had offered to other bills. 

With regard to the Free State, he believed 
their contention to be that when they ac- 
cepted. the Treaty they believed that by 
Article 12 the whole question of the Ulster 
boundary was re-opened. 


ONE WAY OUT. 


“The position, therefore,” said Lord Grey, 
“appears to be that we entered into an 
honourable understanding with Ulster in 1920, 
end into a definite engagement with the Free 
State in 1922, and that the two engegements 
are inconsistent with each other. One way 
out of the situation is to tell the Free State 
definitely that we cannot fulfil] an obligation— 
and I think that there is a good deal to be 
said in favour of adopting that course. It is 
urged that! in such a case the Free State 
would declare the whole Treaty open to revi- 
sion; but [I would rather have a demand from 
the Free State to be a Republic than see the 
understanding with Ulster broken. 

““There were certain points we should have 
to reserve for ourselves—the question of naval 
facilities is a matter of life and death with 
this country—but apart from that, I do not 
see what we have to lose from the Free State 
being a Republic: We should not be more 
powerless in the Free State than we are now. 

“The Coalition Government, the Conserva- 
tive Government, and the Labour Govern- 
ment have all in turn found themselves -un- 
able to help or to get redress for the things 
which have been done in the Free State 
to those attached to the British connection. 
Whatever loss of power there would be 
through the Free State becoming a republic 
we have suffered, and» many people in the 
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Free State had s 
sure of this—that if there 

opinion in the Free State in favour of a 
republic we are not going to purchase the 
avoidance of having to face that’ issue sooner. 
or iater by anything done as a temporary 
convenience with regard to the boundary.” 


AMENDMENT, 


The question arose as to whether the amend- 
ment moved in the House of Commons limit- 
ing the powers of the Commission should be 
passed in their lordship’s House” He thought 
that the carrying of the amendment without 
the intention of insisting upon it would create 
friction without doing any good. To carry 
that amendment and insist upon it would, he 
thought, raise the whole question of the 
position of the House of Lords. Sooner or 
later-that question would have to be raised. 

lt was for them to consider whether that 
was a suitable moment for that question to 
be raised and whether, having raised it, it 
would be likely to contribute to a settlement 
of the Irish question. While he believed 
that no Commission would settle the Irish 
question he would allow it to function, and if 
it resulted in recommending what would mean 
the dismemberment of Ulster, he would say 
that it had: gone beyond what the British 
eran intended. 

f, on the other hand, the decision did not 
satisfy the Free State, he would say that it 
was clear that there could be no settlement 
on the question except between the two parties 
themselves; that if the Free State wanted a 
united Ireland it was the business of the Free 
State to win the consent of Ulster by ‘the 
best methods they could, and that the British 
Parliament. while anxious to see an agree- 
ment, would stand on that Act of 1920. 


LORD LONDONDERRY. 
STRONG OPPOSITION TO THE 


BILL. 


The Marquis of Londonderry said that he 
should not be alone in regretting that once 
more a debate was taking place in their lord- 
ship's House on the question of Ireland. 
Every time that he had addressed that House 
ou the subject he had expressed the hope 
that it would be the last, and that the internal 
affairs of Ireland would be settled in Ireland 
and not form the subject of controversy there. 
For fifty years the Irish question had played 
a prominent part in British politics, and once 
more they found themselves the possible in- 
strument in bringing about a general election. 

His attitude, as representing the six 
counties of Northern Ireland, was one of 
opposition to the bill in its present form and 
even the knowledge that if their lordships 
took his views they might once more be plunged 
a an electoral Struggle, with Ireland and 
ito of Lords as the excuse, could not 
sa € position which he was bound to take 


He had no desire to 
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_ quote those propnenite of disholer mhiok 
e and others had made during the lon 
period in which they had fought against the 
policy which culminated in grants of self- 
government to Ulster and to what was known 
as the Free State. Those prophesies had 
erred only on the side of moderation and 
they could only hope that the day would

PURE COERCION. 

The previous bill, based on 
Treaty, contained the elements 
The present bill was a measure of pure 
cvercion, It was drafted for the purpose of 
empowering the British Government to ap- 
point a Commissioner to represent Ulster on a 
Boundary Commission which they had refused 
to recognise. Lord Ainold spoke of a debt of 
honour which the Government of which he 
was a member felt bound to discharge. He 
made’ small mention of the debt of honour 
which they in Ulster had every right to 
claim under the 1920 Act. That Act granted 
self-government to Northern Ireland. That 
grant they in Ulster neither asked for nor 
cesired. in fact, it was the negation of 
the policy which they had supported for a 
hundred years, and the wisdom of which was 
vindicated in the early years of this century 
by the peaceful and prosperous condition of 
Ireland, to which even Mr. Birrell had paid 
enthusiastic testimony. 
They responded to the appeal 6! British 
gerne to Ban this sacrifice in tne cause 
ot peace, and no one would denv that the 
had faithíully endeavoured in overwhelmingly 
difficult circumstances to discharge a duty 
which had been thrust upon them. The 
only encouraging feature in a doubtful experi- 
ment was the assertion made by Ministers 
that not only was it a final settlement, but 
that Ulster’s position and territory were 
established definitely, and could not be varied 
without their being a party to such variation. 


GUARANTEES. 


Mr. Lloyd George, in a letter to Mr.» de 
Valera, dated 20th July, 1921, wrote :—* The 
form in which the settlement is to take effect 
will depend upon Ireland herself. . It must 
allow for full recognition of the existin 
powers and privileges of the Parliament and 
Government of Northern Ireland, which can- 
not be abrogated except by their own 
consent. 

Lord Birkenhead, speaking on 19th August, 

1921, said:—‘‘ When the ‘Irish Home Rate 
Act was placed upon the Statute Book, when 
once for all the just and indefensible case of 
Ulster had received prctection and for all 
time had become entrenched. in an Act of Par- 
liament, it depended thereatter upon the 
honour and protection of the British Par- 
liament. That position secured for Ulster 
would never be abandoned, at least by any 
Government of which I am a member. I am 
sure that there is nothing more remote 
from the minds of those responsible for the 
passing of that Act than that there should be 
any surrender of the recognition, now 
universal, of the individual position and rights 
of Ulster.” 
He felt that he carried their lordships with 
him when he asserted that the original 
Treaty, which was negotiated between the 
British Government and the Free State, 
was a direct infringement of the  under- 
standing and the undertaking which Mr. 
Lloyd George, the then Prime Minister, 
had made with Ulster. . Among its pro- 
visions the whole of Ireland was included 
within the Free State, and, without any re- 
ference to Northern Ireland, it was agreed 
between Great Britain and the Free State 
that the boundaries should be subject to 
revision 


the original 
of coercion. 
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SOLEMN AGREEMENT. 


That Treaty, was a solemn agreement, 
drawn up by the greatest legal experts of 
the day, and accepted by the representatives 
of the Free State on the advice of lawyers of 
the highest qualifications. So meticulously, 
so carefully, had it been drawn up that they. 
were told that not a line or a word could 
be altered. It must have been obvious to 
both parties to the Treaty, as it was to them 
in Ulster. that by their refusal to appoint a 
Commissioner the Commission could not be 
set up. 
Clause 12 as it was drawn and subsequently 
interrtreted by the Jwlicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, certainly carrred out the 
pledges that Ulster should not be coerced. 
As drawn up it gave Ulster the power to 
accept the Commission. A compulsory Com- 
mission, on the other hand, with powers to 
direct that large portions of territory could 
be abstracted from Ulster, would certainly 
have been coercion. Consequently, he could 
not help feeling that the interpretation of 
the clause was be nga Reg Ce and at the 
time was accep all the signatories 
of the Treaty. . & 
He maintained that Great Britain dis- 
charged her obligations to the full when the 
Government both Houses of Parlia- 
ment to ratify a Treaty definitely agreed with 
the 8 the same terms in which it 
em the conference chamber.

LIMITED POWERS. 


The whole question ‘revolved 
Boundary clause. 
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Coonmatelcoer would have heen removed, The 
British Government refused to make that 
modification in their favour, because the 
Treaty was unalterable; but their successors 
were now amending the original Treaty by 
the present Treaty to meet the wishes of the 
Free State, even though that course involved 
ths coercion of Ulster. 


FINDINGS WHICH COULD NOT BE 
ACCEPTED. 


Their lordships would appreciate the reason 
why Ulster had refused to appoint a. repre- 
sentative under the circumstances, and they 
could assume no responsibility in the selec- 
tion of a Commissioner. The acceptance of 
a Commission entailed the acceptance of the 
findings of that Commission, and findings 
which transferred territory—and if territory 
was transferred the population must be 
transferred or forsake their homes—or 
handed Derry City or Newry over to a, say, 
jurisdiction with which they found them- 
selv ; at complete variance, would be find- 
ings with which they could not agree. 

e was not there to make any threats— 
in fact, he would infinitely prefer to retire 
from public life than te employ that method 
of á donning to convince their lordships 
or the people of Great Britain. It was very 
easy to say to Sir James Craig and his col- 
leagues that this or that course should or 
might be pursued. The strength which the 
Ulster Prime Minister possessed was based 
upon the trust of the people. 

The community in Ulster had to face the 
ordinary difficulties which ordinary circum- 
stances provided, but, in addition to that, 
they had been for forty years, and were still 
in varying degrees, a threatened community. 
They felt that forces had been set in motion 
with which it would be quite impossible to 
cope by themselves. He relied on the rerog- 
nition by the British people of the justice 
of their cause. The moment they failed to 
retain the confidence of those they repre- 
sented, a situation might arise which would 
wreck every hope and prospect of preserving 
peace, and they would be wanting in their 
duty if they incurred that risk. 


WHAT THE BARGAIN INVOLVES. 


Ths Ulster Government had been asked to 
enter into a bargain, over the terms of 
which they were not consulted. They were 
to require a certain number of their popula- 
tion to run the risk of a complete change of 
status as the result of the acceptance of that 
bargain. It meant th- abandonment of those 
ideals of loyalty to the Crown and close 
association with Great Britain which their 
people had inherited from their forefathers. 
It involved the payment of a higher income 
tax, of higher rates, and of higher postage. 
They would enter a count where there 
was a tariff wall between them and their 
best customers, where the cost of living was 
higher, where there was less opportunity of 
employment, and where there were smaller 
facilities for the education of their children. 
When they were old they would receive 
lower pensions. The school teachers would 
receive lower salaries. 

It must seem incredible to a country so 
burdened by unemployment and taxation as 
Great Britain was that they could not settle 
their own differences in J[reland, and that 
when Sir J. Craig was asked to make a con- 
cession, which in that perspective seemed a 
small one, he found himself unable to 
consent, But in spite of that he believed 
Great Britain felt that the terms of the Treaty 
were such that no injustice could accrue to 
Ulster, and he believed that should injustice 


manner in which she had been stirred on more 
than one historic occasion. 


RISKS TOU GREAT. 


But. those who were leaders of the Ulster 
community would not be worthy of the trust 
of their people if they took upon themselves 
to gamble on that issue; if they took the 
chance of the finding of the Commis- 
sion being in their favour. An adverse find- 
ing would create a situation in Ulster which 
he did not want to contemplate. 

The fact that high legal authorities pro- 
claimed that a Boundary Commission was a 
Boundary Commission, and se confined to 
border adjustments, was very valuable; but 
if that was so, why did not the Coalition Go- 
vernment and the present Government define 
the powers of that Commission? The British 
Government must have a policy with regard 
to Ireland, and they should tell the House 
what that policy was and what was intended 
by the Treaty. If they only claimed the 
position of hereditary trustees of the Treaty, 
they should give effect to the policy of the 
original British signatories of that Treaty. 

But, instead of a comprehensible attitude 
of that description, they preferred to talk 
about. a debt of honour, and then to derogate 
their duties to an individual whose lot no 
one envied. He was to decide entirely by 
himself—because the one. representative, they 
knew, was certainly a violent partisan, and, 
doubtless, the Government desired to balance 
him by a similar partisan on the other side. 
Mr. Justice Feetham was to decide what was 
intended by the Treaty, and when he had 
made up his mind on that obviously debatable 
point he was to come to a conclusion from 
which there was to be no appeal—a conclu- 
sion which would be bitterly, dangerously re- 

udiated by either the North or the South of 
reland. 


MINORITIES. 


The question of the minorities in the North 
and South was not, he felt, a genuine griev- 
ance. The Free State knew that Ulster’s 
whoie desire was to govern impartially those 
who differed from them on political grounds, 
and that there was no unanimity among those 
who might differ from Ulster about crossing 
the border into the Free State. The minori- 
ties in the Free State had supported the Free 
State Government, and he felt that all honour 
was due to them. He would not have them 
do otherwise. He only hoped that they 
would make their influence felt in the direc- 
tion of changing the attitude of the Free 
State towards Great Britain and the British 
Empire. That would do more to bring peace 
to Ireland than anything else. . 

He would infinitely prefer to see that, bill 
disappear. If it passed into law it postulated 
many stages to come. Each stage could only 
widen the breach between North and South. 
He knew the difficulties surrounding mutual 
agreement, by reason of the opposing atti- 
tudes of the North and the South towards 
the Imperial ideal. Those difficulties might 
seem insoluble, but he was convinced that 
the only possible chance of success lay in the 
oft-repeated invitation of the Prime Minister 
of Uister to negotiate direct with the South 
en the adjustment of the boundary line to 
their mutual satisfaction. 

He would urge that that suggestion had 
much to recommend it. It removed the ele- 
ment of the third party, who, as often as 
not, struck the discordant note in a dispute. 
It gave an opportunity for the difficulties of 
the North and South being better appre- 
ciated by those concerned in their settlement 
than they were likely to be appreciated and 
understood in conferences at the Colonial 
Office and in a Boundary Commission set up 
by an Act of Parliament. 

Such direct negotiation might lay the foun- 
dations of an understanding of the fundamen- 
tal differences of temperament and outlook of 
the North and the South—differences which, he 
believed, were best reconciled by the policy 
of the Union, but which now in a further 
stage of evolution could only be reconciled 
by the recognition of the absolute freedom 
and equality of the North and the South of 
Ireland in matters of. self-government. 
(Cheers.)

Hard measure was being dealt out to 
Northern Ireland. It was much to be re- 
gretied that English statesmen had devoted 
so much of their time to dealing with pledges 
and interpreting private letters and explain- 
ing the situation according to what was being 
said instead| of concentrating their attention 
on the con¢rete facts of the situation and 
upon the indubitable and paramount words 
of the Act of Parliament of 1922. 


WHAT REPUBLIC WOULD MEAN, 


The Earl of Mayo said that many people 
in England believed that a Republic would 
be established in Ireland, but what good would 
that do to Ireland? In the twenty-six counties 
it was well known that if any such attempt 
were made their coasts would be blockaded 
and the people left to stew in their own juice. 
The Irish, who had been through a period of 
fire and sword, were not going to fight over 
any boun@ery question or to suit party politics 
in England. they would have peace at any 
price. 
He dared| say that there would be black- 
guards who would try to get up a row on 
the frontier, but they would be dealt with by 
the law, which ran pretty strictly in Ireland 
now. He should vote for the bill, and, as 
their lordships had passed the Treaty and the 
other bills to give effect to it, it was un- 
thinkable that they would refuse to pass this 
measure. ; 
Lord Danesfort said that Parliament was 
being asekd to alter a Treaty declared by the 
negotiators to be unalterable. A limiting or 
defining amendment was essential if the solemn 
pledges, and the declared intentions of the 
signatories to the Irish Treaty were to be 
fulfilled. The Government proposed to set up 
a Boundary) Commission without the consent 
of Ulster, and deliberately proposed to dis- 
honour the |solemn pledges given by British 
Ministers to Ulster that no territory should 
be taken from her without her consent. 
The intention of the British Parliament and 
the Ministers of the Crown in 1922 was that 
the Commistion should only deal with minor 
adjustments of territory. Without a shadow 
vf doubt, Parliament believed in such an as- 
surance, is. he was confident, that the Treaty 
would never have had the acceptance oí the 
House if it had been thought otherwise. If 
they were ie to carry out the pledges of 


the House af Commons why not carry out the 
whole intention of the House by limiting the 
owers of the Commission by the mere ad- 
justment of territory? | 

In the House of Commons in September, 
1921, the ‘ate Mr. Bonar Law implicitly 
accepted the declaration of Ministers that 
Article 12 only meant a small readjustment 
of boundary, and advised his followers to sup- 
port it on that understanding. :

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PRONOUNCEMENT BY NORTHERN PREMIER. 


WILL RESIGN IF 
NECESSARY 


TO LEAD DEFENCE OF 
TERRITORY. 
—— 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Tuesday. 
Sir James Craig, the Prime Minister of 


Northorn Ireland, delivered an important 
speech in the Northern House of Commons 
to-day in reference to the boundary ques- 
tion. 

The main point in the speech was the 
declaration that, no matter who the British 
Government might nominate as the third 
member, if the decision of the Boundary 


Commission were such as could not be 
accepted by the Northern Parliament, he, 


for his part, would not hesitate for a 
moment, if no other honourable way out 
was open, to decline to be responsible for 
carrying on the Government. 

He would resign and place himself at 
the disposal of the people, no longer as 
Prime Minister, but as their chosen 
leader, to defend any territory which they 
might consider had. been unfairly trans- 
ferred from Ulster, Great Britain and the 
flag of the Empire. 

There was a crowded House when the 
Prime Minister rose to speak, and there 
was a large attendance in the Strangers’ 
Gallery. 


PREMIER’S SPEECH. 
RESULTS OF A POLICY OF 
SURRENDER. 


Sir James Craig said:—Parliament meets 
once again, faced with a grave crisis, brought 
about, as was the case in India, in Egypt, 
and Southern Ireland, by, in the first in- 
stance, the adoption of a policy of surrender. 
(Hear, hear.) I bai: like to ask the 
question—Are the peoples of these two great 
countries, India and Egypt, and are the 
bas in Southern Ireland better governed, 
happier, more content, more ;rosperous, than 
in the good old times before the first step 
towards surrender was taken? 

** People might say that we are not faced 
with a great crisis—that Mr. Lloyd George 
had settled the Irish question. When he en- 
tered into the midnight Treaty with the re- 
presentatives of Southern Ireland in 1921 caps 
were in the air, the church bells were ring- 
ing, cheers were heard throughout the whole 
country, and telegraph wires were blocked 
with messages of congratulation upon the 
settlement. of the Irish question for all time. 
We in Ulster were loth at the time to par- 
ticipate in that ebullition and display of re- 
joicing, and our feelings at that time were 
fully justified. 

““I say solemnly that as dangerous a con- 
dition of affairs now confronts us as at any 
time in the whole history of our country. 1 
have no desire to weary the House by going 
over the various steps that brought us 
to the present situation, but I would like 
just to point out that the Treaty with 
Southern Ireland was carried out, not only 
without the consent of Ulster, but with the 
distinct, written promise of Mr. Lloyd 
George that it would not be done.” 


THE SECOND POINT. 


That, the Premier said, was his first point. 
Secondly, treaties were both unconstitutional 


between two parties affecting a third, with- 
out the consent, authority, or knowledge of 
the third party. (Hear, hear.) Parliament 
being the s.preme authority. it had—abso- 
lately, in his opinion, unconstitutionally— 
entered into a Treaty of the kind, and would 
the House of Commons, then, hold a‘pistol 
at their heads and say that the Treaty must 
be fulfilled in the letter and the spirit, and 
could not be altered even by one word? 
The present British Government,:in face of 
the storm that arose around the one of 1920, 


entered into a still further Treaty- affecting 


Northern Ireland without its knowledge or 
consent. If that was to continue there’ would 
be no safety for the area granted to Northern 
Ireland at any time.in the future. (Hear; 
hear.) Even if, and when, the Boundary 
Commission reported, the Free State, if dis- 
satisfied, might force the British Government 
to enter into a fresh Treaty, granting them 
such an extent of territory that the Northern 
Government could not carry on, and Parlia- 
ment would, again at the pistol point, be 
asked to consecrate it in the manner in which 
they had done the two previous Treaties, and 
they in Ulster would be asked, for the sake 
cf peace, to acquiesce in the new arrange- 
ment. What was to prevent them from being 


put on at any time ? 


STOP! 

Against that manner of dealing with loyal 
Ulster they emphatically set their faces now. 
(Cheers.) They said stop ! They said that it 
must stop, and stop now. (Cheers.) 

Members would recollect that the Ulster 
Government refused to appoint a Commis- 
sioner, in the firm belief that by so doing 
the Treaty of 1921 became non-effective as re- 
gards Article 12, and they were abundantly 
supported in that opinion by the decision of 
the Judicia] Committee of the Privy Council. 

When debating Article 12 the British Go- 
vernment of the day stated that not a line, 
not a comma, could be altered without break- 
ing the whole Treaty. The present Govern- 
ment had, therefore, in  Ulster’s opinion, 
broken the original Treaty, about which so 
much honour was wrapped, by introducing the 
new bills. When they decided to do that it 
was open to them to meet the wishes of 
Ulster by limiting the scope of the bill to the 
original intentions of the signatories. 

He could not sufficiently explain that an 
entirely new situation had arisen. Protest 
meetings had been held recording the 
voice of the people, culminating in a demon- 
stration in the Ulster Hall, over which their 
esteemed Lord Mayor presided. The Im- 
perial members of Parliament had voluntarily 
voiced their case at Westminster with skill, 
valour and effectiveness. (Hear, hear.) 


DANGER OF COMPULSION. 


He had over and over again represented 
the gravity of the consequences of proceeding 
with a compulsory Commission to those in 
the highest places. Atl, however, had been 
‘in vain. 

A Government faced as they were with 
such an issue was bound to have a fixed, firm 
and determined policy for the people, and 
such a policy must secure the approbation 
- sy Parliament and the people. (Hear, 

ear. 

Speaking with great gravity, the Prime 
Minister said that he was sure the House 
woula pardon him if he read the next pas- 
sage. @ proceeded :— 

“If this new compulsory Boundary Com- 
mission is persisted in, and the finding is 
such that it is acceptable to the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland as representing 
the people, well and good. 

““On the other hand, no matter who the 

, British Government may nominate as the 
‘third member, if the decision is such as 
cannot be accepted by the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland, I, for my part, will not 
hesitate for a moment, if no other honour- 
able way out is open, to decline to be 
responsible for carrying on the Government.

Could 
they visualise the effect in the Colonies of 
any other policy? Could they picture the y 
through which they had passed, their efforts 
fortunately crowned with such success that 
they now had a _ compact area, peaceful, 
happy, contented, and as prosperous as any 
other part of His Majesty’s Dominions? And 
did they for a moment contemplate where 
that coercive measure might lead? 

Who was at the bottom of it all that would 
wantonly throw them back to 1914 or 1920. 
and would disturb to the depths the passions 
of the people who, rightly, resented 
abrogation of their privileges under the Act 
of 1920? Had they failed in their duty thas 


and punished? Had they, or had they noi, 
faithfully kept the solemn charge of 
His Majesty ‘the King at the 
ing of their new Parliament, when he saic 
“TIT am confident that the important 
matters entrusted to the control and 
guidance of the Northern Parliament will 
be managed with wisdom and with modere- 
tion, with fairness and due regard to every 
faith and interest, and with no abatement 
of that patriotic devotion to the Empire, 
which you proved so gallantly in the Great 
War.

NOT FALSE. 


If they had been false to the trast so

Sir James closed with this appeal:—*‘ In 
this hour of our trial I earnestly appeal to 
all good citizens from this aw forth to main- 
tain the peace, to stand fast by one another, 
to rally round the Government of Northern 
faid as by law established, to give 1b no 
stinted support, but to throw all the power 
and weight that each individual possesses 
into strengthening its bonds, so that we may 
lead you and them through one of the most 
anxious and critical moments in the history 
of our country.’’. (Cheers.) 


THE DEBATE. 


A UNITED FRONT. 


Sir Robert Lynn said that he and the 
whole House agreed with the statement made 
by the Prime Minister, and he was sure that 
his eloquent appeal, made at the end of it, 
would be responded to whole-heartedly by the 
people of Ulster. No matter what minor 
differences they had in the House and the 
province, in that crisis there was no difference 
whatever, 

Ulster stood as firm, firmer, indeed, than 
ever she stood, and the Prime Minister and 
his Government could rest assured that they 
‘had the whole-hearted support of the people 
of Ulster in carrying out the policy he had 
enunciated. It was not an unreasonable 
policy, but a fair and just one. 

The important question, he said, was that 
if the Imperial Parliament had power to-day 
to take away two counties, was there any 
reason why they could not take away the 
other four the day after? Nearly all the 
trouble had been caused by the double-deal- 
ing of Mr. Lloyd George, who denied writing 
a letter to Lord Carson. The latter pub- 
lished the letter the next day, and Mr. Lloyd 
George must have known that his statement 
was false. It would be very difficult 
for ‘Mr. Lloyd George, or men of 
his kidney, to take an ace of 
Tyrone and Fermanagh. On ° occasions 


, 


lose its honour, and the honour of the whole 
of Ulster was involved in holding every bit 
of its territory. They were just as keenly in- 
terested in Belfast in the boundary question 
as those who represented the border counties, 
and the whole weight of Ulster must be 
behind the Government in carrying out tne 
policy enunciated that day. 


NO TIME FOR GESTURES. 


Mr. W. Coote congratulated the Primé 
Minister on his calm, dignified, and earnest 
speech. It was not a time for gestures, but 
for stating the facts as he had stated them. 
He assured the Prime Minister that every 
loyal man was behind him in his 
manly statement. The Ulster people 
were insulted by the prolonged log-rolling 
of British politicians, and mám Ar bv 
members of every one of the great parties 
When were they to cease from that eternal 
bickering and turmoil? 

Ulster had done her duty and met her 
obligations, yet was insulted, while the 
twenty-six rebel counties were coddled by suc- 
cessive British Governments. All that was 
offending the good sense of Ulster people. 
The people of Great Britain ought to cry 
halt to the politicians, and make them stand 
by their friends. i 

He said to British politicians: “ You may 
fool your people as you like and appoint a 
Commissioner and bring in your boundary, 
but you must bring it into force, and you will 
find it quite another matter to bring it into 
practise. Those who come to take our terrs- 
tory and hand it over to the other side must 
come prepared for the worst, because the 
people of Ulster have made up their minds 
that thev will stand no more nonsense about 
this thing.” 

Mr. 8. McGuffin congratulated the Prime 
Minister on his recovery from his illness, and 
went on to endorse the policy of the Govern- 
ment as outlined by him at the time they 
opted out of the Free State. He had no fear 
that by doing so they would be setting up the 
Boundary Commission, and it was a pity that 
the Prime Minister had not then declared that 
they would have nothing to do with the 
Treaty. 

He was in a difficulty as to what was about 
to take place now, There was a feeling abroad 
that there would be some agreed adjustment 
of the border. If they were to agree to the 
transference of six loyal people it would be as 
bad as the transference of six hundred. 


DETERMINED PEOPLE. 


Mr. Robert Crawford said that they had 
nothing but admiration and esteem for the 
manner in which the Prime Minister had 
handled the situation. His constituents were 
not a fighting, but a determined, people, and 
on their behalf he said that they stood be- 
hind the Prime Minister in the position he 
had taken up. 

Mr, Thompson Donald said the Premier’s 
declaration was now in harmony with his 
attitude all ng the line. The people would 
rejoice at Ahé Prime Minister's statement. 
There really was no need to make any appeal 
to them. 

Mr. William Grant said that he felt 
proud of the Prime Minister after his epeech 
that day.
